a mandatory helmet law. It gets its first 
airing in San Diego December 11 before 
the Auto Legislation Advisory Group, a 
quasi-official committee of 
transportation industy people 
established by the legislature to screen 
off-the-wall proposals for new laws. 
We'll let you know how the proposal 
fared. If approved, it will be rushed to 
the lawmakers after New Year's. 


Rich Eierstedt has re-signed with Honda 
after we mused that he probably 
wouldn't. Eierstedt, who spent most of 
this year on the injured list, will contest 
all three classes in next year's national 
circuit. 


America's motormouth, Larry Huffman, 
will not be announcing the American 
Motocross Finals in Anaheim Stadium.

Robert will run 
with the plaster set for a while: Texas 
125 Expert MX’er Shawn Smith is in 
serious shape at the Whitney Hospital 
following a four bike accident at Lake 
Whitney Cycle Ranch. Emergency 
surgery saved his life, but the road to 
recovery will be long for both riders 
without a little help from their friends.

Kezar crashed badly at a Phoenix 
motocross Thanksgiving weekend while 
running second in 250 Expert. She 
broke five vertebrae, but thankfully 
there’s no paralysis. She is recovering 
and reportedly in good spirits at St.

The American MX Finals in Anaheim 
this Saturday night is shaping up to be a 
real runoff among the best racers of 
various types. There's Bill Rubly, CMC 
No. 1 and a great night racer, 
DeStefano, Eierstedt and Weinert, the 
AMA superstars, Al Baker of Baja 1000 
fame, Terry Clark of the Desert, Bryar 
Holcomb on the new Harley-Davidson, 
Gary Jones on the Islo prototype and 
Marty Tripes making his stadium 
comeback. Not to mention Minnie 
Moore (remember her?). 


Saturday night December 13, people 
attending the DRA Weekend will be 
treated to a belly dancing performance 
by Power Puff Winona Richardson. 
Winona assured Papa that her routine 
would “rejuvenate” the most grizzled 
Experts.

American MX Finals on a one-day delay 
basis. The highlights will be held for a 
later showing in January. 


A lawsuit brought by a snowmobiling 
club to permit the vehicles use of the 
Tioga Pass road in Yosemite National 
Park was decided against the ORVs. The 
outcome may set a precedent for similar 
suits on behalf of motorcycle 
recreation, AMA Legal Fund please 
note. Park Superintendent Leslie 
Arnberger told the Fresno, CA. court he 
banned snowmobiles to minimize 
conflicts between them and 
cross-country skiers. Sound familiar?

D.O.T. power 
threatened 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 

A significant legislative advance on 
behalf of motorcyclists was regis- 
tered December 3 during a meet- 
ing of the U.S. House of Represen- 
tatives Sub-Committee on Surface 
Transportation in Washington, 
D.C. 

The 23-member committee vot- 
ed to include the wording of House 
Resolution 3869 in this year’s federal 
highway bill. HR 3869 would remove 
the Federal Department of 
Transportation’s right to withhold 
highway funds from states which do not 
enact mandatory safety helmet laws for 
motorcyclists who are 18-years-old or 
older or which repeal such laws. 

The bill was offered as an amendment 
to the federal highway bill by 
Representative Glenn M. Anderson 
(D-Calif.) and received support from 
sub-committee chairman James Howard 
(D-N.J.) and ranking minority member 
Bub Schuster (R-Pa.). 

"Inclusion of HR 3869 virtually 
assures that this important issue will 
receive consideration of the full House 
of Representatives," AMA Legislative 
Director Gene Wirwahn commented 
from Washington. “We are still a long 
way from victory but this was an 
essential step.” 

Wirwahn stressed that the issue 
presented by HR 3869 and companion 
bills HR 6211 and HR 6918 is not 
whether motorcyclists should wear 
helmets. 

“At this time we are concerned with 
bureaucratic pressures brought to bear 
on State Legislatures which do not see 
fit to enact helmet laws or which seek 
to repeal existing laws,” Wirwahn 
explained. “We feel that if the power to 
decide such matter is rightfully placed in 
the hands of individual states the rights 
of motorcyclists will be protected.” e

Local scratcher Cliff Allison took 
a cliff-hanger decision over visiting 
Mike Baeder in Lightweight GP 
during the last of the series of 
road races designed to qualify AMA 
amateur road racers for their day at 
Daytona. Jim Vialovos ran off and hid 
in the early laps, then seized to set the 
stage for a back-and-forth lead swap 
between Allison and Baeder. 

Jon Wincewicz demolished the 125 
GP race with a 40-second lead, while 
Rusty Sharp (Yam) from Colorado won 
the always close Lightweight Production 
round. 

Dave Neill had to have earned the 
hard-luck award — borrowed a Rickman 
Honda and wrapped it up in a ball in a 
street accident, showed up Sunday stiff 
and sore to race anyway, then had the 
carburetor fall off his Norton during the 
race. 

It was announced at riders meeting 
that the track will affiliate with the 
newly-formed Western Roadracing 
Association (WRA) with the AMA’s 
blessing.

I 
didn't know such a thing could be done 
until I read of Ted Boody at Ascot and 
Corky Keener. What does the factory 
think of this?

In order to assure that the privateer has 
at least an equal chance of obtaining 
competitive equipment the AMA Rules 
Committee set up the claiming rule to 
keep the factories honest. The factory 
teams were expected to use more 
standard and readily available parts if 
the possibility of someone buying their 
factory racer away from them existed. 


This in itself would give the privateer a 
closer shot at duplicating works bikes. 
In reality the politics of racing made the 
claiming rule almost useless, because the 
two major claims of the past met with 
such strong factory opposition neither 


bike changed hands. This year the 
claiming rule saw its first actual usage in 
the Boody and Keener cases. Rule: 
changes have now been formulated that 
allow only the engine, ignition and 
carburetor to be claimed and not the 
whole motorcycle. The factories don't 
like to lose their motorcycles anymore 
than you would your own... Editor

Saturday east of Barstow, California for 
Mr. B. T. Vegas. The quiet graveside 
services were attended by a mere 
handful of mourners. An estimated 150 
paid their respects throughout the day. 

Cause of death is still under 
investigation. Mr. Vegas sustained a 
wound last fall from a relatively new 
weapon, called by its developers 
"management," but more commonly 
known by the name. '"bureaucratic 
bumblings. 

Normally such a wound should not 
have proved fatal, but complications set 
in when the injury was attacked by a 
massive case of apathy. In spite of 
dedicated and tireless efforts of Dr. S. 
G. Valley, M.C. assisted by the 
Coyote-Fox medical team and an 
unknown Ph.D(uck), the patient died. 

In his heyday, B. T. Vegas drew 
loudly enthusiastic crowds numbering in 
the thousands. But although his death 
last fall drew reactions of shock and 
dismay, and even disbelief throughout 
the western United States, the funeral 
drew only a handful of loyal friends.

Enduro

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CALIFORNIA CITY, CAL., DEC. 7 

The : SRA annual. Christmas 
Enduro took on a new twist this 
year, turning it into a two-day 
family weekend instead of the 


traditional Sunday enduro. On Saturday 
all the women and kids rode their own 
little 22 mile enduro with speeds and 
terrain geared to them. SRA scored 
them and awarded trophies Saturday 
night. A very loud rock band was on 
hand of offer “entertainment” and most 
campers were relieved when they pulled 
the plug around 11 p.m. A very good 
turnout of 300 rode Saturday, another 
600 or so entered on Sunday. 

The first of the Sunday bunch left 
the pits at 8:01, everyone still on the 
magic zero. Terrain and speeds were 
moderate to the three mile check. An 
easy 18 mph average led riders into the 
first check at just .6 of a mile past the 
speedometer check, at least that's what 
the sign said. Knowledgeable enduro 
riders had it anywhere from .1 to .2 off. 
Montesa team rider Dave Evans, out 
warming up for the two day Last 
Chance Enduro, told me he had it .2 off 
on his calibrated VDO, but he managed 
to zero the check. How? Riding into the 
check he was trying to figure out if he 
was early or late. He noticed the flip 
card and realized he was early, so he 
rode in verrry slowly, managing to keep 
his Montesa upright until the card 
flipped. Others, including your truly, 
weren't so lucky and burned it. Maybe

Mileages on the first loop were very 
erratic. Onone section it appeared that a 
speed change was missed by the course 
layout people and a check was 
computed to the wrong average, 
throwing it off by three minutes. The 
course itself was very interesting and 
fun. Woody Johnson and family had 
laid it out and did a very good job too. 

The loop had some really neat 
canyons but nothing super hard. Turns 
were marked somewhat erratic, causing 
a number of riders to overshoot, but 
nothing serious. 

The finish of the first loop was off by 
.4 of a mile, and since it was a "secret"

check, (you had to arrive on your 
minute) it caused some more hair 
pulling. There were a number of riders 
present, with no speedometers or 
watches who had just come out for the 
ride. For them it was great, but for the 
timekeepers it meant ulcers. 

One major safety criticism. The first 
loop crossed the major dirt road leading 
into the pits, but there was no flagman 
present. A number of campers were still 
streaming into the area creating a 
dangerous situation. 

The second loop headed westward 
into the Rand Hills, down some tight 
little canyons, up a sandwash, over a 
little hill into the first check of the 
second loop, which happened to be the 
tiebreaker. The loop then ran down a 
sandwash into Fremont Valley, turned 
East towards Government Peak, and ran 
cross-country for a considerable 
distance. Finally the course turned up 
into the hills, at a moderate 14 mph and 
the riders kept anticipating a check 
around every turn. There were a lot of 
good spots for checks but nothing was 
there. Riders knew there just had to be 
a check around the next corner. 

Surprise! The tiebreaker turned out 
to be the only check on the entire loop. 
The finish mileage was off again, this 
time to the tune of one whole mile! 
Timekeeping aspects of the enduro 
weren’t impressive, but the people had a 
good time and that’s what it’s all about. 
If SRA would pay a little more 
attention to mileage and clocks, they 
would have the best of two worlds, a 
good ride for both the non-serious riders 
and the timekeepers. This was Woody’s 
first attempt at plotting mileages and 
I’m sure he will learn from his mistakes. 
He lays out a good fun course. 

I even saw Santa Claus come in on a 
Yamaha Enduro bike at the finish. I 
heard rumors he had paid the kids a 
suprise visit on Saturday and dispensed 
a lot of candy and such. I also heard 
some very good egg nog was dispensed 
in very large quanities. That could 
account for the pits being unusually quiet 
on Saturday night. e

CALIFORNIA CITY, CAL., DEC. 7 
After running in second for much 
of the race, Cordis Brooks and 
Tim Bowman combined to surge 
into the overall win in the DRA 
Team Race. 

Running in a hitherto unused 
area near Cal City, Art Knapp 
(360 Hus) looked to be leading at 
the bomb, but got off course and fell 
back from the point. Brent Wallingsford 
(250 Yam) led the charge to the marked 
trail. Jamie Avels (400 Yam) was up 
there at first but slowly dropped back. 
Bill Conroy (400 Yam) moved up in hot 
pursuit of Wallingsford, only to break a 
frame tab and lose his seat and gas tank 
when the course went up on a ridge. 

Brooks (360 Bul) moved to within a 
minute of Wallingsford as the race 
neared the completion of its first 
20-mile loop. 

Going through the pits, most riders 
gave the bandoleer to their partners. 
Wallingsford handed off to teammate 
Larry Roeseler (250 Hus) as Brooks 
went straight through. Dean Miller (250 
Yam) was running in third, but Bob 
Balentine (400 KTM) passed him just 
before the end of the loop and Miller 
crashed trying to get out of the KTM's 
dust. Doug Winchell and Mike Johnston 
(250 Vil) took over for their partners in 
third and fourth, respectively. 

Cordis moved up to within sight of 
Roeseler by the end of the second loop. 
Winchell stayed close to the leading 
pair. 

Bowman (400 CZ) took over from 
Brooks and rode the next two loops for 
his team narrowing the gap a little each 
time. 

The course was fast and dusty to start 
with, and the virgin terrain made it all

' choice of a proper trail became more 
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the worse. It quickly broke down into 
talcum powder. The leaders quite 
naturally moved off to the side and the 


and more crucial. 

On the fifth loop, Brooks had moved 
within striking distance of Wallingsford. 
Coming into the pits they were nearly 
dead even. Going out of the pits, this 
time with Bowman and Roeseler up, 
they were still dead even. Using the 
power and top speed of the five-speed 
400 CZ, Bowman pulled out about 15 
seconds in the four miles to the first 
check over Roeseler’s 250. After that he 
stretched it out to a minute. Bowman 
and Brooks picked up about $100 
apiece for the win, while Roeseler and 
Wallingsford got $50 each for second 
overall and first 250. 

Balentine and Winchell finished third. 
They had been up with the leaders until 
their pipe broke, killing the bike’s top 
end. They rode the whole race on Bob’s 
KTM, after Winchell had worked all 
week replacing a transmission that was 
only suitable for reloading shotgun 
shells and then seized the bike Saturday 
after riding only 100 yards. 

Open Experts took the next four 
spots. Jamie Avels and Dave Wood (400 
Yam) had a nice uneventful ride for 
fourth, followed by Rick Shirey/Heath 
Hibbard (400 Yam), Benny Padilla/Rich 
Mark (Yam /Suz) and Art 
Knapp/Howard McCasland (360 Hus). 

Miller and Johnston finished eighth. 
Mike had seized his bike (again!) and 
had to ride Dean’s Mono, which he 
didn’t get along with very well. They 
garnered second 250. 

Finishing 11th overall, Amateurs 
Allen Meek (KTM) and Ron Hedtke 
(Hon) swept the 0-200 class. Eric 
Spaeth and Gary Praster were leadin; 
but were passed by Tom Kelly (Yam 
who had his spark plug break in half. 
Bob Romine had to go fetch him in 
order to continue on. Then Praster 
seized, leaving the win to Meek and 
Hedtke. 

The Novice teams of Chuck 
Loyd/Dave Jensen (250 Yam) and 
Monty Lee/Neal Crane (250 Bul/Suz) 
battled for the entire six loops, with the 
Loyd and Jensen getting the nod by a

cantilever Maico

Mike Ruby, a Southern California 
Expert motocrosser, has devel- 
oped a cantilevered rear suspen- 


sion on his 250 


much like a monoshock set-up, 
there are instead, two Bilsteins 
mounted at a 45-degree angle 
undemeath the seat. These modifi- 
cations account for 8.25 inches of travel 
at the rear axle. 

Mike was inspired by the German 
Kramer-Maico, which featured a very 
similar set-up. On the Kramer-Maico, 
the shocks were virtually parallel to the 
seat. Mike figured that if you brought 
the bottom shock mounts closer to the 
swingarm pivot point, you would get 
much more travel. So he drew up a 
design and K&G Engineering built it to 
his specifications. 

Using the Maico swingarm, the top 
section was built of mild steel, with the 
bottom shock mounts 7.75 inches from 
the center of the swingarm bolt. The 
frame loop just underneath the 
tank/seat junction was gussetted and 
drilled to serve as the upper shock 
mount. 

In order to handle all the travel in the 
rear, Ruby fitted a set of Bob 
Ottow-modified Maico forks with 
air-springing and extended tubes and 
sliders, yielding nine inches of front 
travel. 

The seat was given extra padding by 
Don Memmot, who also made the seat 
top baby blue to match the frame and 
tank trim. 

Other little goodies on the Maico 
include: a chain tensioner mounted just 
inches aft of the countershaft sprocket, 
Andre bars, and one of K&G’s chromed 
expansion chambers. 


Development 

Like any new piece of machinery, 
Ruby’s Maico went through a period of 
development in which original ideas and 
equipment were changed and modified. 

After getting the engine sorted out — 
it’s a four-speed 250 — Ruby took it to 
a CMC race at Saddleback to try it out. 
There he discovered that the 120-Ib. 
springs on the Bilsteins were much too 
soft. In fact going down Banzai Hill, 
they bottomed so sharply that they sent 
Mike over the bars quite abruptly. End 
of first test. Springs of 140-lb. wind 
were tried. They were better, but 
150-pounders were found to work best. 

Another weekend test session 
revealed a couple of other faults. Mike's 
custom-fabricated air box was letting 
grit pass into the engine. Further 
inspection revealed that the bottom 
sealing plate under the foam element 
had only been tacked in three places. 
This was cured by welding it shut all the 
way around. Also the upper part of the 
triangular swingarm was starting to 
bend. It was later replaced by thicker 
rectangular tubing. 

Racing at Hopetown brought out the 
fact that the air forks weren’t working 
properly over small ripple bumps. While 
they absorbed the larger obstacles 
satisfactorily, little bumps sent the front 
wheel skittering. Abandoning the air 
springing for special S&W long springs 
of 30-Ib. rating helped. Mike uses 300cc 
of 30-weight oil in each leg. 

Riding impression 

Unless you get a chance to ride the 
factory MX exotica that Roger and 
Adolph pilot, the first time you ride a 
Maico like this is somewhat unsettling. 
The seat is way up there at 36 inches. 
Because I’m fairly short, kicking it over 
was quite difficult. As with most

Maicos, the kickstarter hangs up on the 
pipe. 

Once onboard and underway, try a 
rough section, and you'll be amazed. 
Saddleback's start hill may not be all 
that bad, but on Ruby's Maico, it felt 
like it was paved. After a few runs up 
and down the hill, we proceeded 
gingerly onto the track. Although we 
were travelling somewhat slowly, due to 
the pilot's lack of MX-pertise, the bike 
felt great. The braking ripples that build 
up before corners went almost 
unnoticed, even with the throttle closed 
and the brakes on. Coming out of those

corners, the bike tracked well. 
Acceleration was steady, with no big 
burst of wheelspinning power, just an 
even buildup till it was time to shift. 

As far as cornering the Maico, I 
preferred to take it way to the inside, 
turn the bars, then straighten up and 
blast out. According to Ruby, who's 
capable of higher speeds than I, the 
Maico will turn tight or on the berm, 
but it doesn't like to be leaned over and 
tracked through like some kind of road 
racer. It slides well though. 

In conclusion, it's a neat bike. If 
nothing else, it's guaranteed to bring a 
lot of attention in the pits. People ogled 
the critter every time we took it out. 
Another advantage is that the shocks are 
inboard, out of the dust and mayhem 
present on a motocross course, which is 
much better for the seals. 

It is expensive, though. Mike figures 
that to duplicate his set-up will cost 
about $325. That includes the forks, 
swingarm and frame modifications, 
airbox, shocks and the other goodies 
mentioned. It's expensive, but the 
Maico can double as a competitive racer 
and status symbol.

RICHMOND, CAL., NOV. 21 


Marty Tripes poured the coals to 
his 250 Pursang engine and thirty 


foot roosts would envelop 


the 


hard working competitors on his 


tail as the Richmond Ramblers 
World  Minicycle Grand Prix 
thrilled an enthusiastic crowd of 
1,000 rabid and slightly dog-eared 
motocross fans. The strange 
combination of National motocross 
stars and their mechanics taking a break 
from the Trans-AMA circuit along with 
teacup size machinery were the 
highlight of this cold night on the San 
Francisco Bay. 

Marty Tripes, riding for injured John 
Savitski on a Bevo Forte tuned 250cc 
mini Bultaco, simply ran away with the 
main event after spending the evening 
picking himself up from more than one 
miscue on the bucking amalgamation of 
minicycle and mightly power. Tripes” 
mount was sponsored by Bob's Bultaco 
in Pennsylvania, which appropriately 
enough is located in the back of an 
undertakers office. The cream of the 
American Trans-AMA riders came to 
dice it out on the short one-quarter mile 
soft sand TT course. Defending 
Champion Jim Pomeroy was resting in a 
hospital bed following a get-off at an 
unimportant international race just one 
week before the big minicycle GP. Brad 
Lackey, Bob Harris, Grand National 
rider Rick Hocking, along with 
mechanics Steve Johnson (Semics), Eric 
Crippa (Howerton), Brian Lunnis 
(Grossi), Keith. McCarty (DiStefano), 
Earl Lyons (Tripes) and Arne Beaman 
(Pomeroy) formed the heart of the 
American Minicycle dynasty. 

Tripes’ ride to glory came at the 
expense of the egos of riders on many 
of the more popular brands of 
mini-bikes. Lackey rode his famous 
Husonda, while the Team Suzuki 
mechanics were seated on one-off 
Suzonda's. Marty  Tripes, who is 
unknown in Grand Prix minicycle 
racing, but had made a small name for 
himself in some less important stadium 
events, quickly spurted into the lead at 
the start of the 25 lap $600 purse main 
event. Steve Johnson on a Kaw 90 
held second firmly in his grasp. Johnson 
had once tuned for a World Champion 
road racer and he made this fact known 
quickly by centerpunching an oil drum. 
With Johnson and the oil drum both 


dinged out of the race, Tripes’ mechanic 
and teammate Earl Lyons took over 
second with Eric Crippa and Bob Harris 
making time on their 72cc machines. 
Lyons closed slightly on Tripes who was 
having problems keeping his bike off the 
pipe. If Marty hadn’t been the fabulous 
Champion that he is the 48 inch 
wheelbased Pursang 250 could have 
come on the powerband and ruined his 
new leathers. With the exception of the 
wide sweeping first turn which Marty 
took at a heart wrenching full power 
broadside slide , his excursion of the 
course consisted of drag race sprints 
from one turn to the next. Lyons lost 
ground only to crash into the soft 
power robbing loam. The main event 
ended with a happy Marty Tripes 
saying, “Man, I’m tired. That thing is a 
bitch to hang on to." Minicycle GP 
tuner Bevo Forte, best known on the 
National MX circuit as *Rent-A-Wrench' 
was ecstatic as his 50% wrenching 
arrangement would be quite substantial 
out of the $600 purse. 

In the Mechanic’s $400 Support class 
Eric Crippa held on best in a slam bang 
affair that made mechanics out of 
racers. The Suzuki mechanics team of 
McCarty and Lunnis engaged in a 
personal duel in the back of the pack 
that left the trees, ground, and fence 
bruised and battered. In a barely 
supporting class the moto-journalists 
and contingency sponsors lined up to 
embarrass themselves. It was easy for 
them as Moto-journalist Jim Gianatsis 
fresh off the Trans-AMA trail had the 
bad taste to run away and leave 
Moto-monthly editor Dick Miller and 
the rest of the floundering pack 
three-fourths of a lap behind. Baja 
winner Dick Miller, Kurt Kieffer of 
Bel-Ray and Don McGee of Scott 
goggles asserted themselves well and 
showed a lot of talent. Most of it was in 
tumbling and gymnastics, but talent 
should be applauded wherever it rears 
its head. 

Next year’s Grand Prix will probably 
be invitational as the horsepower war 
continues. Erv Kanemoto was seen out at 
the Livermore Trans-AMA near the pits 
of Tripes and Bevo. Could we see a 
Kawasaki triple wedged in next year? 0

CMC RR: 
Fleming is hero

ONTARIO, CAL., DEC. 7 

“That man is a hero,” said Pat 
Manning as Lee Fleming pulled 
into the pits at Ontario. Fleming 
has just won $500 worth of 
fiberglass from Camber Company 
by clinching the 1975 CMC Super 
Cafe Championship. 

Fleming's win in Super Cafe (a 
class for advanced rider on cafe 
machines) was his sixth in seven recent 
starts. He also won Open Production, 
and was second in Open 4-stroke GP on 
the same bike he used to win the Super 
Cafe Championship. 

It was only last June that Fleming's 
motorcycle was destroyed in a 
disasterous 11-bike accident at Willow 
Springs. Cut, bruised, Fleming was left 
with a twisted hulk because of someone 
else’s oil slick. But instead of giving up, 
Fleming rebuilt his Z1 and went racing 
again a few months later. 

It seemed to take awhile for Fleming 
to build back up the confidence and 
speed he exhibited before the serious 
crash. But then one day Fleming was as 
gutsy — and as fast — as ever. 


And today he won twice, finishing his 
last race of the day with a front tire 
completely bald on one side. 

David Norton expanded the “dirt 
bike” trend in small-bore production 
racing, using a Montesa King Scorpion 
to win 250 Production. Bill McGrill’s 
Bultaco Metralla took second, with 
several Yamahas trailing. 

Dick Fuller has lined up Korbs 
Trading Post (a Levis store) as his 
sponsor for next year on the AMA 
circuit. To show them what he could 
do, Fuller took out an obsolete Yamaha 
R5 and won 350 Production against the 
latest and fastest RD350s in CMC road 
racing. Then Fuller used the same bike 
to take third in Super Cafe, a class filled 
with larger motorcycles. Next year 
Fuller will ride a monoshock Yamaha 
250 for Korbs in the AMA nationals. 


Philippe DeLespinay won 125 GP 
easily, using a Yamaha he has 
extensively modified. He said that the 
addition of AS1 street bike barrels, with 
porting, improved the power 
characteristics of his TA125. 
DeLespinay's runaway win proved his 
modifications to be significant.

David Emde won both 250 and 350 
GP. In 350 GP, Harry Klinzmann led 
into the last turn after passing Emde on 
the last lap. But Klinzmann got on the 
gas too soon, and slid sideways off the 
track. While Klinzmann tried to get 
himself sorted out and back on the 
course, Emde shot underneath to the 
finish line. 

In 250 GP, Emde led from the start. 
But Pat Eagan, the dirt tracker who first 
gained attention by road racing a 650 
Triumph half miler last year, had his 
ratty TZ250 in third. Always before 
Eagan had been an also-ran on his GP 
bike, thanks to mechanical woes and 
handling problems. But here, as the 
leaders first hove into view on the long 
Ontario road course, was Eaj in a 
solid third place behind Emde and 
Vince Mead. Larry Koop and Robert 
Murray slipped past Mead and Egan on 
the next lap, which was Eagan's last. His 
bike broke again. 

Murray passed Koop for second, and 


Mead settled for fourth. Klinzmann had 

fouled his plugs on the line, starting 

almost a lap down. He came up through 

traffic to take eighth at the finish. e 
Results in Results Section.

Survival was the name of the game 
at AMC’s Carlsbad motocross as 
many of the top Pro contenders 
dropped out either to mechanicals 


or bad luck. Jeff Szueber put it all 
together on his Cycle Stop Mono to 
outlast the rest of the 250 Pros.

Number One plate as the Califor- 
nia Enduro Association hosts the 
two-day Last Chance Enduro. 
With double points at stake a 
number of riders could take the 
coveted plate. Husky rider Tom 
Spurlock is holding on to number one 
going in on the strength of his 
back-to-back wins in the Cal State 100 
and Tuff E'Nuff enduros. 
Moto-journalist Dave Ekins is not far 
back in second with young Rick 
Munyon on a MR-175 Honda breathing 
down his neck. It's a tight race but with 
double points anything can happen. 
They don't call it the Last Chance for 
nothing. 


1976 Rules 


There are a number of important rule 
changes for District 37 next year. One 
of the most important is the 
establishment of the 0-200cc/201-Open 
classes. This is more fair to the smaller 
bikes who usually run at a very large 
disadvantage in competing with the 
bigger bikes for points. If enough 
interest is generated, perhaps for 1977 
three classes can be established. 

Another major change is the 
establishment of a Women's Division in 
enduros. The “C” class this year 
certainly paid off with increased entries 
and if properly promoted, the Women's 
Division will also help. For you women 
who are interested, you can obtain your 
enduro card through the Women's 
Division steward, who for 1976 will be 
Sue Hall. The new rule books will be 
printed by the time you read this and 
her address will be in it. 

One change which the Competition 
Committee snuck through at their 
November meeting was to cut the 
number of point paying enduros to 50% 
of the total number of enduros instead 
of just dropping two per 1975 rules. 
The reasoning behind the decision was 
to try and make it fair for the riders 
whose clubs promoted enduros, 
especially for those who promote 
two-day enduros. I agree something had 
to be done but dropping three instead 
of one half of the total might have been 
better. Dropping half is fine when you 
have 40 races a year like the desert 
racers, but when you only have nine or 
ten, half seems pretty drastic. But it’s 
done and we'll have to live with it for a 
year and see how it works out. Maybe in 
1976 more enduro riders will get 
involved with enduro rule 
recommendations and not depend on 
the Competition Committee to do it for 
them. 

Incidentally, Maury Tiehen of the 
Checkpoints M.C. is the 1976 D-37 
enduro steward. Maury has some good 
ideas for the sport and I feel he will do a 
good job. He takes over from Nate 
Sciaqua of the Dirt Diggers who will 
SE go back to motocross on his 
EI Paso/Red Mtn. BLM 
Draft Plan 

The BLM extended the comment 
period for the E] Paso/Red Mtn. Draft 
Plan until January 15. I know all of you 
concerned enduro riders: wrote 
expressing your disappointment in the 
general lack of planning in the plan but 
just in case you didn't, why not do it 


right now? If you put it off, you know 
you won’t do it... You don't even 
have to type it, just a nice handwritten 
letter will do. Send your comments to:

These goggles are the answer to the 
rider who has been looking for a decent 
set of goggles that will fit over his 
glasses. I have to admit the first time I 
saw them I thought they looked weird! 





Now much later I still think they look 
weird. But it doesn’t matter, they work 
and that's what's important. I have a 
couple of friends who have a bad time 
when riding in dust because they usually 
ride with just glasses. After trying these 
goggles they are totally sold on them. 
The unique design utilizing the lightest 
material around, foam, for the major 
lens support is simple but ingenious, as 
most good designs are. They come with 
clear or dark lens and differ in that they 
are not a one piece lens, but come in 
two separate pieces which are easy to 
install through the back of the goggles. 
Instead of the conventional strap 
holding the goggles to the head, they 
utilize velcro strips to hold the short 
strap onto the helmet on each side. In 
unusually dusty situations the foam can 
also be lightly oiled with baby oil to 
catch the dirt just like your foam air 
filter. To avoid lens fogging, just drop a 
couple of drops of liquid soap on the 
lens and buff dry. Not bad huh? At 
$6.95 they are priced right. I first 
thought they were overpriced as the 
material couldn't have cost hardly 
anything. Then I found out how much 
equipment costs to mold and cut foam 
and the price is very reasonable. 
Anyway, the goggles are excellent and I 
am glad to recommend them to you.

The AMA’s big professional payoff.. 





Big time motocross may be in more 
trouble than anyone imagines 


In the sport of professional motocross, the 
old saying “the rich get rich and the poor get 
poorer” really applies. The present AMA 
system is unjust in that it overly rewards a 
few professional riders and leaves the rest 


with nothing. 


Every year the sport of profes- 
sional motocross in the United 
States gets bigger and bigger. 
There are more Nationals each 
year with increased purses for the 
classes. Events like the Yamaha Super 
Series, Super Bowl of Motocross, and 
other stadium type races are becoming 
increasingly popular for the spectators 
and more salable to sponsors and media 
like television, also bringing an increase 
in purses. The only problem is, while 
the popularity of motocross seems to be 
growing, the quality of the competition 


is getting worse. In the long run, 
professional motocross is going to 
suffer. 


1975 was the last of the Inter-AMA 
Series. European riders stopped coming 
over for the Series, so the spectators 
stopped going out to see the races, and 
no promoter wants to put on a race that 
is unprofitable. Besides, everyone 
reasoned, why do we need another 
International series in the United States 
when we have the Trans-AMA Series? 
The Inter-AMA Series would still be a 
popular series if the best 250cc riders in 
the world came over for it. 

Now that Trans-AMA Series seems to 
be heading down the same road the 
Inter-AMA Series went. This year’s 
Trans-AMA Series only had a token 
entry of International riders, and if it 
wasn't for U.S. Suzuki paying the 
expense for Roger De Coster, Gerrit 
Wolsink, Kojii Masuda and Masaru Ikeda, 
the Series would be no different than a 
National race. Next year perhaps there 
will be no International riders in the 
Trans-AMA. Imagine the Trans-AMA 
Series going down the tubes, just like 
the Inter-AMA went, because no one 
wants to see the same American riders 
they can see at a National. 

There were numerous reasons why 
this year’s Trans-AMA Series was 
attended by so few International riders. 
Yamaha was busy with inner-company 
politics, the Maico riders were injured, 
the Husky riders wanted a rest. But 
when you get right down to it, the main 
reason was that no one can afford to 
come over any more. To make any 
money racing the Trans-AMA Series, a 
rider has to finish in the top ten each 
week, and these days the American 
riders are just too quick to let the 
International riders fill up the top ten 
like they used to. Riders like Ake 
Jonsson and Hakan Anderson went to 
Australia this fall for a series where they 
knew the competition was easier and 
they could be assured of at least making 
their expenses. 

The present AMA purse structure 
only pays off big to the top ten riders at 
a Trans-AMA or a National event. Those 
top ten riders are the only ones who 
make a profit each week. The payoff 
structure then goes down to 20th place 
overall, but only paying enough for a 
rider to make his traveling expenses. In 
no way is it enough to pay the cost of 
bikes, parts, vans, mechanics, and living 
expenses. The irony of the whole payoff 
system is that out of the 40 
“professional” riders in a National or 
Trans-AMA race, only ten make any 


money, ten more might make their 
traveling expenses, but half the riders go 
home with no money at all (that’s if 
they can afford to get home) and these 
are all supposed to be professional riders 
who make their living racing motocross. 

That’s the reason why this year’s 
Trans-AMA has so few International 
riders. There are many good European 
riders who would like to race the 
Trans-AMA, but just not enough places 
are paid off. It works the same way for 
American riders at the AMA Nationals. 
There are a lot of fast local riders who 
would like to follow the National circuit 
and improve even more, but they can’t 
afford to do it. What all the Trans-AMA 
and National races tum out to be are 
battles for the top positions among the 
factory riders, with the rest of the entry 
filled out by riders who came up with 
enough money to race a few of the 
events for the fun of it. 

The purses need to restructured so 
that everyone in the 40 bike entry at a 
National or International event will 
make enough money to at least pay 
their expenses. That way the best riders 
in the world will want to race the 
Trans—AMA Series, and the best riders 
in America can afford to follow the 
National circuit. Present qualifying 
systems will still be used to sort out the 
talented professional rider from the 
untalented local hot shoe. The end 
result would be the best possible racing. 

A typical National Motocross or 
Trans-AMA purse is $20,000 and pays 
down to 10 or 15th place per moto and 
20th overall. If only $10,000 were paid 
out in a similar purse structure, the 
remaining $10,000 could be paid out as 
starting money to all the riders entered. 
In a 40 bike starting field that works 
out to $250 per rider, enough money to 
keep a pro rider, his bike and mechanic 


on the road from one week to the next. 
For the sake of simplicity, the Support 
class purse has been left out of this 
example, because the Support class is 
supposed to be made up of local riders 
and not sponsored factory efforts. 

The biggest objection to having the 
purse structure redone so a guaranteed 
fee is paid to each starter in the race, 
comes from the top professional riders 
themselves, who finish in the top ten 
each week. Riders like Jimmy Weinert, 
Pierre Karsmakers and Tony DiStefano 
sit on the AMA Professional rules 
committee and admit they like the 
purse structure as it is. Why should they 
change it when they make the most 
money from it? That would be voting 
against themselves. The riders they are 
supposed to represent have yet to 
demand any changes that in the long 
run would help the sport and make 
everyone richer. 

The ironic thing is, a restructure of 
the purses to help the other riders 
would hardly be felt by the top 
professionals. A factory rider usually 
earns a yearly contract salary of 
$10,000 to $70,000 just to ride a 
particular brand bike. From there, he 
might be paid an additional $100 to 
$500 for every race he enters and starts. 
The factory then pays him bonus 
money if he finishes in the top three 
positions at a race, is the top American 
rider, or does well in a Series or 
Championship overall. A typical bonus 
for winning a race is $500 and for 
winning a Series or Championship is 
$10,000. 

On top of the factory money, there's 
thousands of dollars from contingency 
sponsors like oil, leathers, and helmet 
manufacturers. A promoter has to pay 
the reigning AMA National Champion, 
per AMA rules, to show up at his event 
even though he has to come anyway to 
earn points. A few other riders also get 
appearance money, especially if the 
promoter wants them for pre-race 
publicity. On top of all that, a factory 
rider has all his traveling, food, rental 
cars, and motels paid for by the factory 
when he is not at home. 

All of the riders are out on the track 
to put on a show for the spectators and 
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All it takes to be Champion 
is a good press agent

Randy Mamola leaves for a fully- 
sponsored racing tour of New 


Zealand. December 14. Besides six 
road races at tracks with names 
like Auckland, Wanganoi, Timaro, 
and Ruapuna, Mamola will also 


enter six long-course speedway. races on 
a 360cc short tracker. 

Heavy advertising of the coming of 
"the fast little kid from the United 
States" has prompted the New Zealand 
125cc Champion to issue a personal 
challenge to Mamola. Two top 
Australian speedway racers have done 
the same. 

The tiny, 4-foot, 10-inch, 95-pound 
Mamola, from Santa Clara, California, 
will face obvious disadvantages on the 
unfamiliar tight and twisty road courses 
and long, rough speedway tracks of New 
Zealand. 

But in spite of Mamola being an 
amateur thrown into the midst of 
seasoned and confident professionals, 
Mamola's sponsor and mentor Jim 
Doyle isn't worried. 

“I think he’s going to win the 125 GP 
races, and also win the speedway races,” 
says Doyle. 

The New Zealand Yamaha 
distributor, the Speedway Association 
of New Zealand, and a New Zealand 
radio station have banded together to 
fund the four-week adventure for 
Mamola’s entourage. That seems 
surprising only to people who don’t 
know Doyle. ١ 

It was Doyle who guided the 
meteoric rise of Kenny Roberts from 
small-town amateur into the most 
successful professional of our time. And 
it was Doyle’ negotiations that 
arranged the trip to New Zealand for 
Mamola. 

“Right now they’re broadcasting my 
name on the radio over there,” Randy 
matter-of-factly tells a reporter at a 
recent race; “Jim Doyle flies for 
Pan-Am Airlines, and he knows a lot of 
people in New Zealand. He set it up 
with sponsors to fly me there.” 

"We guess it's a big deal," says 
Randy's mother, Mary. She seems awed 
at the fact that her baby is slated for 
several television talk shows and 
interviews upon his arrival in New 
Zealand. 

The massive media preparations for 
the coming of Randy and his crew — 
including Doyle and Randy's father Ed 
, — are almost characteristic of Randy's 
short career. 

When Doyle's dealing made Mamola a 
contracted rider for Yamaha at age 14, 
Randy quickly became a familiar figure 
in motorcycle publications covering 
California races, as well as in The San 
,. Francisco Chronicle and the Santa Clara 
Mercury daily newspapers. In 1975 
Mamola started road racing under the 
tutelage of Ron Grant, and attracted 
even more attention with a fleet of 
yellow-and-black grand prix bikes 
painted in the Yamaha racing motif. 

In two years Mamola received parts, 
equipment, and four motorcycles from 
Yamaha — three dirt trackers and a 
125cc road racer. A feeling of “factory” 
oozed from Mamola's pits at every race, 
especially when a combination of events 


made him almost unbeatable im 125cc 
GP AFM road racing. 

“They're loyalists,” says Yamaha 
Public Relations Director Steve Foitle, 
trying to explain the Mamola team's 
cultivation of an image of heavy 
sponsorship that never really existed. 
“Even if they’re not getting a lot, they 
say they’re Yamaha sponsored. I think 
Doyle creates that aura himself. I’m sure 
it is an advantage in terms of psyching 
other riders.” 


Doyle had the dirt trackers 
completely re-worked in his San 
Francisco motorcycle shop, and 
supplemented Yamaha’s 125cc road 


racer with a 250 and a 50. Toward the 
end of 1975, the road racers began to be 
as far removed, in terms of “trickness,”’ 
from their original form as the dirt 
trackers already were. Not many 125s 
run mag wheels, disc brakes, and slicks. 

Doyle hasn’t made any effort to 
renew Randy’s contract with Yamaha 
for 1976, which will be Randy’s first 
year as an AMA Novice professional. 
Instead, he’ll sponsor Randy himself. 

“I can’t ask much for a sportsman or 
a Novice rider,” says Doyle. “So my 
strategy is to sponsor him to his Junior 
year and then look around. That’s what 
I did with Kenny [Roberts]. I'm going 
to build Randy into a product I can 
really sell.” 

Always with an eye for publicity, 
Doyle calls the New Zealand trip “quite 
a promotion.” 

It is true that Randy has over 700 
racing trophies at home, and that he has 
won the American Federation of 
Motorcyclists 125cc GP Championship 
this year. 

But it is also true that Doyle's media 
play of Mamola as “undefeated,” and 
“United States 125cc GP Champion” 
omits certain important considerations. 

For one thing, California's AFM is 
only one of eight organizations

sanctioning 125cc GP racing in the 
United States. It is not the largest 
organization in terms of 125cc 
competition. 

Secondly, Ron Pierce ran away from 
Mamola at the first AFM race of 1975, 
at Riverside Raceway. AFM politics got 
in the way of Pierce's easy victory — he 
wasn't racing with an approved 
competition number — and the win was 
thrown out. That made Mamola, who 
was a distant second, the technical 
winner. Pierce hasn't entered an AFM 
125cc GP race since. 

"Name one person who can beat 
him," challenges Jim Doyle when 
questioned about the “United States 
Champion" title. 

“Ron Pierce,” volunteers a reporter. 

“No way,” says Doyle. “Randy was 
very upset when Pierce didn't show up 
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with a 125 at the last race. He said to 
me, ‘I can beat him.” ” 

“He's a pretty good little rider," says 
Pierce when asked about Mamola's 
riding skill. *But I don't think he's the 
U.S. Champion. Saying that is like 
selling the Brooklyn Bridge — it's a little 
bit deceiving. 

“I don’t think anybody’s 
unbeatable,” adds Pierce. “Even big 
Kenny Roberts proved that by finishing 
tenth in the 250 race at Ontario in 
October, and Randy's just a little 
Kenny. Of course for a 16-year-old boy 
it would be nice to believe." 

Mamola credits one race with Mike 
Baeder, Laguna Seca Novice winner, as 
being the toughest road race of his 
career. Told of  Randy's “U.S. 
Champion” label, Baeder says “That's a 
bunch of hogwash. He's good for his 
age, but he's not that good because he's 
lacking a lot of experience. His bike is 
really fast, he's really small, and he's 
just plain lucky. That last Ontario race 
(September 21) Rudy Galindo almost 
beat him. You get Rudy, Kevin 
Stafford, me, and Mamola on identical 
bikes, and Mamola would be so far 
behind...” 

“If he’s the 125cc United States 
Champion, then I’m Grand National 
Number One,” says Rudy Galindo, 
AFM Overall GP Champion. 

“He has a lot of potential,” Galindo 
says. "But he wins because he has a 
really fast bike and only weighs about 
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80 pounds. And’ there's no real 
competition in the 125 class. Nobody 
tries to build a competitive 125 — 
except Mamola. Everybody’s bikes are 
stock. Nobody’s serious.” 

September 21 at Ontario, Galindo 
charged through the pack after a poor 
start to pass Mamola. 

“He was 10 bike lengths ahead of me 
going down the straight,” explains 
Galindo, “and halfway through the 
infield I was in front of him. He must 
have had seven or eight mph on me 
down the straight.” 

In the last turn of that race, a lapped 
rider changed his line as Mamola and 
Galindo tried to shoot past to the finish. 
The rider moved right in front of 
Galindo, and Mamola won by half a 
wheel at the line. 

“Saying he’s the U.S. Champion is 
ridiculous,” says Galindo. 

Even so, Mamola's AFM record is 
impressive. After days and days of 
practice at Sears Point Raceway prior to 
his first 125cc road race, Mamola went 
on to score ten 125cc wins, one DNF 
(due to a seizure and crash while 
leading), and one actual loss to Ron 
Pierce, although scored as an official 
win. Doyle discounts that one loss by 
pointing out that it was a non-points 
race. 

The 250cc Yamaha that Doyle added 
to Randy's stable featured a special

MOTORCYCLE ACADEMIA 


Three years ago a Grants Pass, 
Oregon teacher by the name of 


Pat Loughery 


was torn between 


his two,loves, teaching and motor- 


cycles. Pat had just about decided 
to give up his job with the school 
system and go into the motorcycle 
business when an idea struck him. 


Why not combine the two into a 
motorcycle school? Pat sold the idea to 
the Oregon State Board of Higher 
Education and promptly went to work 
setting up the course, developing the 
curriculum at Rogue Community 
College on the outskirts of Grants Pass. 

The Project was no easy one. Other 
schools in the area mounted opposition 
to Pat's plan, “The very idea, greasy old 
motorcycles in an institution of higher 
learning? Absurd!” Pat could care less 
what the other schools thought and 
pressed right ahead. Today Rogue 
Community College probably offers the 
finest motorcycle mechanics course in 
the country, and the same schools that 
fought the course are trying to work out 
some way to teach the academic 
portions. 

“Motorcycle Mechanics”, is probably 
not the best title in the world for RCC's 
course. Motorcycle Business would 
probably be better. The course takes 
two years to complete and bestows an 
Associate of Science Degree. Mechanics 
are taught all right, in depth! Every 
single phase of maintenance is covered 
from basic design theory to the 
idiosyncrasies of particular motorcycles, 
but that's just part of the deal. The 
students must in addition to the regular 
required math, English, etc., courses, 
take allied classes in Welding, First Aid, 
Industrial Safety, Technical Writing, 
Communication. Skills and Metallurgy 
just to name a few. The college's 
Business Department even reworked 
some of its classes in Business Research, 
Salesmanship and Merchandising to 
closely reflect modem motorcycle 
industry practices, and not 1930 Sears 
Roebuck taught in other schools. 


The two full time instructors, Larry 
McLane and Don Ganoung, have made 
it a point to stay abreast of the very 
latest practices. A good portion of their 
three month summer vacations are spent 
attending factory service schools or 
looking over the shoulders of successful 
dealer and race tuners. 

“This thing started in one little 
room.” McLane stated. “Today it takes 
up all of Mackenzie Hall and has about 
2,100 sq. ft. of shop area." The college 
is accepting about 15 new students in 
the course each year and wishes it could 
accept more as the waiting list is now 
getting quite long. “Increasing the 
number of students with our present 
facilities and staff would only lower the 
quality of instruction and we won’t do 
that”, stated instructor Don Ganoung. 

“We'll still accept all the applications 
we can get but we're only enrolling the 
students we feel are the best suited and 
most sincere about making the 
motorcycle industry their life", said 
course founder Pat Loughery, who is 
now on the college's administrative 
staff. The school does accept a very 
limited number of students from Grants 
Pass High School on a special 
enrollment basis in afternoon classes. 
These students have to really be 
something special as only one student 
who is an AMA professional racer was 
accepted this term. 

The cost of tuition, books and 
required basic tools runs each student a 
little over $1,000 for the two-year 
course if he is a resident of Josephine 
County and additional $650 if he lives 
out of the area. 

Racing plays a major part in the 
course since most of the students seem 
to have a definite interest in 
competition. Second year students have 
one class devoted entirely to speed 
tuning and just about any evening you 
can find some of the students with one 


of their racers on the school’s dyno or 
with a die grinder stuck in a port. The 
Physics and Math departments had to 
bone up on sonic velocity formulas 
when the students started designing 
their own expansion chambers. Last 
year, as a class project, the students 
designed and built the motocross course 
at Sunny Valley Speedway. 

McLane and Ganoung say they have 
received tremendous amounts of help 
from most '- major factories. Yamaha 
donated engines and test stands, 
Kawasaki furnished a complete video 
tape library of training films. From 
Honda came their “Full Cycle Training 
Program"; Mikuni supplied engineering 
and tuning data they had never even 
made available to factory service 
departments. Dealers from all over 
Southern Oregon have donated 
everything from parts to complete 
motorcycles. The list goes on and on. 

What can a student expect when he 
completes the course? McLane says, 
“For a start he can probably get a list of 
about 70 or 80 places to go to work". 
The service department at American 
Honda has a standing offer to place any 
student successfully completing the 
course. “Just tell us how long you want 
to wear your hair and what part of the 
country you want to work in. We'll find 
you a shop you'll like.” 

One of the first graduates of the class, 
Jim Zoellner, liked the course so much 
he has stayed on as a part-time 
instructor and will probably be hired 
full time next year.

Support AB 180 


Unless you’ve been active at one 


of the recent helmet 
Southern California, you’ve 


protests in 
prob- 


ably not heard of State Assembly- 


man Paul Carpenter (D) of Garden 
Grove. When we first heard of 
him, he was a bit of a bad guy, for 
he’d just introduced another man- 
datory helmet bill. What made him a bit 
different was the courage to be present 
at a helmet protest to justify his views 
to the bill’s most vociferous opponents. 

It turned out that Carpenter was not 
your garden-variety motorcycle hater; 
he’d authored his bill out of genuine 
concern for young people’s safety after 
a good friend’s kid had been killed in a 
street accident. Because his conern is 
genuine, he listened to bikers’ reasons 
why mandatory helmets alone weren’t 
the answer, then asked us point-blank: 
“OK, if helmets won’t do it, tell me 
what will.” 

Upshot of all this was a committee of 
concerned bikers (including CN's editor) 
who met several times to recommend 
measures which we felt would honestly 
save street bikers' lives, with especial 
emphasis on the young or inexperienced 
rider that statistics show most at risk. 

Among these recommendations were 
“motorcycle awareness” questions to be 
added to the Class III (auto) drivers 
exam, which is in the process of being 
implemented by DMV; scotching the 
parking-lot marker cone rider test in 
favor of more realistic and 
comprehensive test procedures (a 
reform which still has a way to go, due 
to bureaucratic inertia and other 
factors); and most importantly, the 
inclusion of motorcycle rider training in 
California's school system. This last is 
the thrust of Carpenter's bill, AB 1809. 

It's a good bill, written carefully to 
try to get the most benefit through a 
reluctant legislature and a hidebound 
bureaucracy, many of whose members 
would just as soon see the idea shot 
down. It would authorize California 
School districts to conduct rider training 
courses in the adult education system 
and would require the Department of 
Education to develop standards for such 
classes. It would transfer the $3.25 that 
Californians pay for Class IV 
(motorcycle) operator permits into a 
fund to reimburse the school districts 
for the cost of the classes. (In some 
cases, Federal matching funds and other 
types of grants are also available to 
sweeten the kitty). To us, it’s not that 
new an idea, nor is it that great a 
windfall for bikers. Yet it is a landmark 
for California, and it’s the most that 
Carpenter felt he could get his 
starched-collar colleagues to swallow in 
one lump. Even so, it’s going to have 
rough sledding, as two members of the 
Assembly Education Committee, Leroy 
Greene (D) Carmichael and Leona 
Egeland (D) San Jose (Districts 6 and 
24, respectively), have publicly opposed 
the bill on grounds that it would 
“encourage motorcycle riding.” 


How you can help 

Although Carpenter has.little hope of 
changing their set opinions, it wouldn't 
hurt, if you lived in Greene’s or 
Egeland’s districts, to politely tell them 
they’re wrong. Quick, grab your 


California reference pullout, find if you 
live in their district and either drop by 
their district office, give them a call, or 
write them. 


More important, however, are the 
other members of the Education 
Committee, many of whom are “swin 
votes.” They include: Dixon Arnett (Rf 
Redwood City, William Campbell (R 
Whittier, Paul Carpenter (a definite 
“yes” vote), John Collier (R) Arcadia, 
Julian Dixon (D) Los Angeles Dist. 49, 
Gary Hart (D) Santa Barbara, Jim 
Keysor (D) San Fernando Dist. 39, Bill 
Lancaster (R) Covina, Joseph Montoya 
(D) La Puente, Floyd Mori (D) 
Hayward, Alfred Siegler (D) Santa Rosa, 
Tom Suitt (D) Palm Springs, John 
Vasconcellos (D) San Jose and (we 
think) Teresa Hughes Los Angeles Dist. 
47 


If ever bikers needed to do something 
different, it is to put up a massive show 
of support for something. We’ve already 
shown our strength as “aginners.” AB 
1809 comes up before the Education 
Committee for a rehearing January 8 
(The Lame Camel's 35th birthday. Hot 
Damn), which may seem a little far 
away yet. But Cycle News is taking a 
vacation over Christmas, and so are 
most of those legislators. So 
mid-December through New Year’s is as 
good a time as any to use that district 
office whose address you have (if you’ve 
not thrown away your pullout). You 
might catch your man (or lady) at 
home. And if, during the first week in 
January, those committee members get 
a ton of mail in favor of AB 1809, so 
much the better. Got it? We won’t let 
you forget. 


Land Use: A passel of hassles 

December 12 (a Friday) if you’re 
around Palmdale, that’s the day the 
Riverside and Bakersfield District BLM 
Advisory Boards are meeting jointly to 
talk about the Red Mtn./El Paso Desert 
Plan, at the Palmdale Holiday Inn, 
starting at 8 a.m. 

Less well-publicized, but equally 
important to riders who use the area, is 
the Management Framework Plan for 
the Escondido-Border Units of BLM 
desert land in District 38. Like the El 
Paso plan, this one is available through 
the Riverside office, 1695 Spruce St., 
Riverside, CA 92507. Write for a copy, 
study it, and be prepared to make 
specific comments. 

In the Eldorado Nat'l. Forest 
(California) bikers are reported to have 
good representation, but it’s being largely 
ignored by the local officialdom. Write 
USDA Forest Service, 100 Forni Road, 
Placerville, CA 95667, ask for a copy of 
their ORV management plan and, again, 
be prepared to comment if you know 
and ride the area. 


Winding down the Oregon 
noise flap 

As reported by bulletin earlier, 
Oregon's Department of Environmental 
Quality agreed, after meeting with MIC 
reps, to lighten up a bit on their noise 
control regs. Race bikes can be 
displayed if placarded for competition 
use only, hassles will be minimal, and 
prospective buyers will only have to sign 
a simple affadavit instead of being 
subjected to the harassment of the 
“application” procedure. 

It turns out that CN’s original articles 
on the subject generated a certain 
amount of heat. When our editor called

the department to follow up on the 

story, the receptionist asked, “Is it in 

regard to that Cycle News story?” 
VES:

Arizona’s turn in the spotlight 

It’s not a super hassle yet, but come 
January 1, 1976, two counties in 
Arizona (Pima and Maricopa) will be 
conducting emissions tests on al 
vehicles less than 15 years old which are 
sold through dealerships. We’ve seen 
copies of the test limits in terms of parts 
per million of hydrocarbons (HC) and 
other crud. It looks like this will have 
no adverse effect on motorcycles, 
although motorcycles will have to take 
the test when sold through a dealership. 
The figures indicate a bike would have 
to be running fairly rotten to fail the 
test, and the allowable level for two 
strokes seems acceptable. 

On a more immediate note, Arizona’s 
Association of Concerned Motorcyclists 
will try to drum up support for a helmet 
law repealer, starting with a 10 mile ride 
(under a parade permit) and State 
Capitol rally on January 11. The ride 
will . begin from Phoenix Municipal 
Stadium, leaving for the Capitol at 1:00 
p.m. sharp. For further info, write 
AACM, P.O. Box 501, Glendale, AZ 
85311. 


Quiet progress at MSF 

The Motorcycle Safety Foundation is 
not the sort of outfit to conduct its 
affairs in a high-pressure P.R.-type 
environment. Instead the organization, 
privately funded, chooses to do things 
quietly, undertaking “‘seed-kernel” 
projects that bear rich fruit in years to 
follow. Such an effort has been their 
slow, step-by-step development of 
motorcycle rider education training 
methods and materials, training and 
qualifying instructors at all educational 
levels so those folks might in turn teach 
others how, in a project that gradually 
mushrooms. Part of the harvest is the 
Motorcycle Safety Education 
Recognition Program whereby 
motorcyclists can obtain insurance 
discounts after successfully completing 
rider education courses. Backed by 
Universal Underwriters and Midwest 
Mutual, the program enables schools 
and colleges to gain the necessary 
approval for their courses. Educators 
and interested folks should write for 
info on the program to MSF, 6755 
Elkridge Landing  Rd.,  Linthicum, 
Maryland 21090. 

More good news — MSF's President 
Charles Hartman and Public Affairs 
Director Eugene de Stefano were 
elected to National Safety Council's 
Board of Directors.

MSF has a couple of tips for folks 
thinking of teaching motorcycle riding. 
For classroom instruction, a teacher can 
handle up to 30 students, same as any 
other class. However, for on-the-bike 
training, things differ. MSF suggests that

students per period is about what a 
good teacher can handle, based on two 
students per motorcycle, up to five 
bikes available to the class. For on-street 
instruction, it’s two to four students 
max per instructor per period — 
experienced instructors only. Of course, 
the numbers can vary, depending on 
how good the teacher is, and the nature 
of the lesson being taught. 


Professional journalism? 
What's that? 


The American Association for 
Automotive Medicine, a doctor-oriented 
group that discusses how to put 
accident victims back together again, 
had a periodic conclave in San Diego 
late in November. One of the 
convention’s many work sessions dealt 
with motorcycle accidents, and in a 
keynote talk for that group, Albert 
Kelley, senior vice president of the 
Insurance Institute for Highway Safety, 
called on his colleagues to face some 
hard-nosed choices concerning 
motorcycle safety. He then laid out the 
alternatives, which ranged from an 
outright ban to high school driver 
education and training. 

Naturally, the Southern California 
daily papers picked it up, and in nearly 
all cases, the headlines shouted “Safety 
expert urges ban on motorcycles” or 
variations on that theme. 

Contacted by phone in his office on 
the seventh floor of the Watergate 
complex in Washington, Kelley asked to 
see copies of the offending articles and 
offered to send Cycle News the 
transcript of the meeting, including his 
original remarks. “You probably won’t 
like or agree with what I’ve said, but it 
was not what the articles reported," he 
explained, noting the group's emphasis 
on reducing the human toll of accidents, 
with whatever means were available.

extra-thick, moved-up seat back so 
Randy could reach the handlebars. 

Because of Randy’s small build, 
putting him on a 250 became a 
controversial move. “You're going to 
kill that little boy,” yelled one irate 
spectator at Doyle. 

Mamola’s best finish on the 250 was a 
sixth place, and the bike has been 
plagued with mechanical problems. 

A 50cc GP bike built with a 55cc 
engine debored to 49cc made Mamola 
unbeatable in that class also. Combined 
with points earned with his 125, 50cc 
wins put Mamola into second overall in 
AFM points halfway through the 
season, and within striking distance of 
overall Number One. This was all in 
Mamola’s first year of pavement racing. 

Unfortunately, the mechanic charged 
with caring for the 50 discovered a 
worn-out top end too soon before a race 
to rebuild the special engine. Without 
telling Doyle or Mamola, he bolted on a 
stock 55cc top end. 

Randy won. three races with the 
illegal, too-large motor before being 
protested and disqualified at the third 
race. His shot at the AFM 
Championship was lost. 

Brought back to legal size, the bike 
developed clutch trouble as Randy led 
another race, and he parked it for the 
season. 

“Randy felt very bad about it," says 
Doyle. “He wanted to show he could 


win with a legal bike." The controversy . 


raised by the over-bore motorcycle still 
clouds Mamola's image in club racing. 





"They're not very sportsmanlike," 
says Mike Baeder. “It really pisses me 
off when a guy rides an illegal 50 just to 
try and make AFM Number One.” 

Randy Mamola is in an unusual 
position for someone so young. Feeling 
pressure to win must affect him, yet he 
doesn't show it. He says he will become 
a full-time racer after high school, and is 
not interested in college despite a “B” 
average in school. 

Asked if there is any family pressure 
on Randy to race and win, . Mrs. 
Mamola says “It’s up to him. As long as 
he’s happy... that’s how I feel as a 
mother. As far as I know, he loves 
racing. You can tell. He’s in another 
world when he’s on a bike, especially on 
a road racer.” 

The obvious comparisons to Kenny 
Roberts — and resultant expectations — 
don't faze Randy. 

“I worry about it a little bit," he 
says, “but not too often. I've got a lot 
of time ahead of me to think about it 
and get more and more experience.” 

The prospect of racing seasoned pros 
in a foreign land isn't making Mamola 
very nervous. 

"I like racing because I like 
competition. I really don't like running 
away with the race like I do in 125 GP." 

“He's got the will to win," says 
Doyle. “He's going to get a lot of 
experience against a lot of good riders 
and come back with a lot of 
knowledge." 

*Jim's thinking of big things for 
Randy,” adds Mrs. Mamola. “Naturally 
Randy will go as fast as he can, and it 
will be a good experience for him.” 

“I like to have competition,” says 
Randy. “I just like to race." 

Reminded of riders who say he only 
wins because of his fast motorcycles, 
Randy shrugs. "They're just jealous." e

The Bailey 
Barnum School 
of Stadium 


Styling 


Welcome to the School of 
Stadium Styling and Profiling. I’m 
professor Barnum and today I will 
be teaching you a few of the 
techniques the experts use that 
will improve your performance in 
stadium motocross. 

The most important thing is 


walk the course. Only by walking the 
course and carefully observing the TV 
camera locations can you determine 
where to cross up, hang off, wheelie and 
all the rest. While your competition is 
wasting time racing, you can be 
concentrating on the most important 
thing — showing off. 

The start is very important, because 
that is where the most pictures are 
taken. You want to be out in front, or 
at least close to the camera. 

Turns. There are two types of turns 
in Stadium Styling: 1) the Nerf Turn 
and 2) the Body Check Turn. The Nerf 
Turn is where you ride over your head 
going into the turn and ride over your 
competition coming out. The Body 
Check Turn is similar to the Nerf Turn, 
except that your competition rides over 
you. 

Banner Dragging. Every stadium 
stylist should know the fine points of 
Banner Dragging. The trick is to wind 
enough of the banner rope around your 
axle to get a good grip, then carry the 
banner like a tail flapping behind you a 
hundred yards or so for several laps. 
Practice is the key here. 

Jumps. There is only one kind of 
jump in Stadium Styling — the Profile 
Jump, which looks great in pictures 
taken from the left or right side. The 
Crossup Jump used to be popular but 
has gone out of fashion. When making a 
profile jump, strive for distance. 
Remember, it isn’t how fast you go, but 
how many flashbulbs you set off that 
counts in Stadium Styling. 

Wheelies are the sign of an 
accomplished Stadium Stylist. Get the 
old front wheel up at every opportunity 
and hold it as long as you can. There are 
three basic wheelies: 1) the 
Straight-Ahead Wheelie (no class). 2) 
the Crossed-up Wheelie and 3) the 
Crossed-up Wheelie with One-handed 
Victory Sign. Here again, practice, 
practice, practice. 

Crashing and Scooter Kicking. Having 
selected the best camera location to 
crash in front of in your walk around 


the course, learn to get off as 
spectacularly as possible. Immediately 
upon picking yourself up, kick your 
scooter once with great emotion. Then 
remove your helmet and throw it at the 
fallen machine. This goes great with the 
grandstands, and sometimes wins 
Oscars. 

That’s all we have time for in this 
lesson, but if you sign up for my 
post-graduate course, we will go into the 
fine points of Cork Popping, Trophy 
Queen Kissing, and Autograph Signing. 
Remember, if you aren’t styling, you 
aren’t stadium racing.

Time was, before I discovered 
motorcycles, I’d go with a buddy 
to Gabe’s Bar in Seattle, we’d clop 
stereo headphones over our ears, 
listen to the house jazz, drink 
beer, get all fuzzy and design 
exotic sportscars on the backs of 


the bar napkins. None of the cars got 
built, Gabe’s is gone, I’ve lost touch 
with Edensky the Mad Russian, and 
now drink more wine than beer, yet the 
spirit lingers. 

Like I was just thinking, what a gas it 
would be to build a flat twin 
two-stroke, laid out like a BMW, with a 
180-degree crank, rotary valve and 
induction through a common crankcase 
feeding both cylinders. Shaft drive, of 
course, with a trick fairing that ducted 
engine heat to your navel. 

Or, how about a V-4 — maybe one 
based on the top end components from 
the old CR92 Honda 125cc racing 
twins, total displacement 250cc, hooked 
up to a six-speed gearbox. Cylinder 
banks at 90 degrees, with fuel injection. 
It could have leading axle forks, like the 
late BMWs, but not necessarily to obtain 
all that travel. Rather to drop the entire 
fork assembly as low as possible, using 
drooping triple clamps. The calipers for 
the dual discs would be mounted below 
the axle centerline, trailing the fork legs, 
and rear suspension would be by an 
underslung monoshock, operating in 
tension, rather than compression. 

Then how about the gasoline-electric 
trials bike — using a DC traction motor 
built into the rear hub. You'd eliminate 
the entire gearbox/clutch primary drive 
assembly, replacing it with a 
crank-driven generator. This would 
allow more flexibility placing the engine 
in the chassis, eliminating chain-drive 
constraints totally. Just a couple wires 
running inside the swing arm... 

Then someday, I want to build a 
motorcycle with a V-12 engine. I don't 
care if it goes fast, I just like the way 
they sound. 

Got an idea for a chopper once, a 
solo machine with a molded 
sissy-bar/cum full backrest and headrest. 
There'd be stereo earphones molded 
into either side of the headrest, a tape 
deck in the base, and a flip-down acrylic 
faceshield with edge lighting that plays a 
continuous light show. What a trip! 

Then I finally figured out the 
motorcycle for the masses, anticipating 
Detroit's entry into the field. It would 
have a stamped-steel monocoque styled 
body-frame and a watercooled 750cc 
purshrod single, based on one cylinder 
of a Chevy V-8. No trans or clutch, just 
hang a torque converter on the crank 
end and use one of those remote fluid 
drives in the rear wheel hub. There 
could also be a racing version with a 
dip-brazed aluminum alloy frame . . . 

Hey, what are you doing with those 
nets? Aww come on, you guys, lemme
